The Committee, be it remembered, ad- 
rail cortvictium to tie an evil, and profess to 
view ita total dm onliuuance in (he whole 
uf Ihene colonira aa o c^inaiiirimatiun de- 
voutly tu be whbrd. They new thecou- 
tumtnltioii, however, aihopelc-it, and pro- 
po*r to make the belt of what the y pro- 
nounce an inevitable evil. We tuially 
diaagree with them in bnlh points. The 
evili of rnnviclum are so nil me ruin, 
and Wiiuld be ao permanently utaaitroui 
lo Ihe brat intrmti of a country ci renin - 
ilanced ai ii New Scrhlb Wain, that our 
pUin duty ia to aliow iL no quarter, Lo make 
■o frrww with it. If forced upon ui, the 
fiull ii not ouri ; but if in any re inert, 
and for any conilderaiioni whatever, ne 
become consenting panic* to its continu- 
ance, the (juill a* well as the iniieiy be- 
comes nor own. We are eonipouudera of 
felony by wholesale. 

Bui loawuiiu> thai ''the ills we ban" 
are inevitable, it to contradictl all expe- 
ricuci'. When did free Briton* conieml, 
earnestly and peiuretingly, agaitiit great 
wrong* or tor great light*, without even- 
tual auccrsi I Have we forgotten the 
inuc of those mighty struggle* which 
sought to extingimn slavery and to eman- 
cipate commerce ? Nay, have we not in 
the very overture mode by Mr, Qui- 
itosk's despatch, and in the conlcmpora- 
neotia movement with repaid to North 
Australia, a practical ilemonslrnlioii of 
what even a penal eulony, ur at leant 
the free inli.thilatils of it, may ac- 
compli*]! by itrenuous appeal I There 
can be no doubt that the anxiety now 
manifeated by rUa MAiurv'a Oortrn- 
ment to 6nd new outlets for Innaporte- 
tion, ii the result of Ihe spirited efforlipitl 
forth by the colotiiali of the lister island. 
And for onr own part, we have no man- 
ner of doubt that if their noble example 
wore followed by all the Australian colo- 
niei — if we wrre all to unite in denoun- 
cing the cruel iujuilice of making their 
territories the cesspool uf British crime. — 
success, complete and permanent success, 
would in due time reward our exetlionl. 

To thu great uhjeel, therefore, rather 
than lo the paltry expedients which 
engrossed ihtir at trillion, ought the 
Committee to have addressed Ihein- 
aelves. The " double stream uf felonry" 
which they aifeit lo look upon with 
alarm, ought to have suggested to their 
patriotism, if thry have any, a very dif< 
ferent procedure from thai fill Iu wed ir 
their Report. Instead of inviting another 
tributary lo augment Ihe liElhy niui — 
instead, of wasting their ingenuity iu 
considering into what new channel* 
the putrid element might be diverted., 
and what sordid interest! might be pro- 
moted by inch dirly irrigation— all 
their energies nhoeM have been employed 
in endeavouring to atop it at lite fouu 
tain -head. 

Thai mrta eaerlioni, if well directed 
and well auitnined, tvoiild be crowned 
wilh ultimate luccesi, ne can uo more 
doubt than we ran doubt tbe fact! thai 
rtrittfh slavery has been put down, that 
the corn Jawi huve received ibeir death- 
wotintl.and lhat the remonstrances of Van 
Diemen* Lind have been heard in Par* 
liomciit, and respected in the Cabinet. 
But even were u otherwise, wc should at 
least enjoy (hat solid consolation to 
which Mr. Witmwoarii'i Committee have 
forfeited all claim — the consolation of 
knowing lh at we had 1/onr our owfy. 

MADDER AS AN EXPORT. 
A i-onaipja-nxsT in one of our but num 
tiers direct! our attention lo the >ubject of 
madder u an export, andauggerti that il 
may be desirable to awaken our agricul 
lurilll lo the importance of cultivating 
Ihi* plant a* one of the sources of colonial 
wealth. 

The fact that madder returns to France 
alonanearly a million of pounds alerting 
ought to be aufficienlto awoken enquiry 
That it might be produced in any uf ihe 
Varied climatei of Auitralia aeemi indu- 
bitable i for in the northern hemisphere it 
ii produced in every latitude, from that uf 
Holland to the equator. The aoulh uf 
France, which supplies upward* of a third 
of the quantity imported into Great Bri 
Lain, polarises a climate differing in no 
reipecl from that of New South Wales ; 
nor hare we cauie for apprehension from 
the chemical propertiei of uut noils, inu- 
much u madder grow* in all that are rilled 
for the production of g.uo, provided they 
be rich and derp. The red madder of 
V incline derive! indeed ill colour from a 
crrtaceoui, soil from the assimilation of 
lime by the juices of the root ; but the 
yellow madder of Alsace alio become* red 
in Ihe dyer'arat, by the addition uf Lime, 
so that nu substantial difference •xiati 
between the root, grown in nib u r differ- 
enl chemical quality. 

That buckler would find a ready market 
in the t niled Kingdom can admit of no 
doubt.

The next material item of expense ii 
that of labour, which amonnti lo 7*7 franci 
(nearly *S30) per hectare. The rteldi of 
Vauchiar are spade trenched. The 
manure ii afterwards ploughed in. The 
plant ii carefully hoed tbree times the 
firsl year, and once Ihe second year. 
After each hoeing the plain ii covered 
with the soil, in addition to which 1(5 
dnyr labour ate employed in gathering the 
roois. The spade men "re paid Is. .td. 
per day for rl days. The women receive 
lOd. per day for hoeing, which occupies 
32 day* each time, consequently 88 days 
during the two yean. The labour for 
removing roots is paid 2<hJ, per day. 
Much of this labour, we asupect, would 
be unnecessary in mint parla of the co- 
tony, llorie-hueing would he an econo- 
mical substitute for ihr bbourof the hand, 
and spulr-lrenrhing could scarcely be 
needed in rich and deep soils. 

The average pniduce of dried market- 
able rools is 77 quintal! (cwta.) |*' 
hectare, which at the lowest eslimal"' sell 
for 3D fr. (£1 da. 2d.) per quintal, uja>n 
the spot. One of oor correipondenlj in- 
form* ui, on the authority of a recent 
letter from England, lhat they are 
quoted in the Engliib market at *SiW per 
ton. 

The roots after brine ground into powder 
find their way into the market under four 
denomination*. The firil quality, accord- 
ing lo M'Ci lloch, whom we now quote, 
is called mull, and is the powder uf very 
small roali and husk* or bark dried in i 
itove, It is low priced, and i* used for 
Ihe dyeing of cheap dark colour*. 
Tbe second quality consiits of one-third 
part lifted and sept*!ed from the larger 
roots pounded, and is sold under this nBtne 
ofgameene. The third quality comprehends 
the interior pure and might part of the 
rooli, and ii drnoni inaied crojii. After the 
mull bai been separated, the entire reside 
ia sometimes ground and sifted under Ihe 
name of otnbru, ooniisting of attoiit one- 
third gaiueene, and two-thirds of crops.
